The annual report of Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo* 
submitted to congress at the opening of the session, 
is, 
in 
many respects, one of the mots remarkable, of its kind, ever 


submitted. 
Mr. McAdoo directs attention to the fact that on Novem­ 
ber first, the stock of gold in the United States was nearly 
two and one quarter billions of dollars and that it is by far 
the largest sum in gold ever held in any one country. 
That’s not all. 
Mr. McAdoo asserts, in his report, that 
the present stock of gold will be greatly increased before the 
high balance figures are attained. 
Tile most encouraging feature, however, in 
connection 
witli the enormous sum of gold which this nation now posses­ 
ses is the fact that it is not all stored away in the treasury 
vaults of the nation nor yet in the hands of the money market 
manipulators in the east, to juggle with as they please. 
On the contrary’, this great mountain of gold has been 
spread out, through the operation of the regional bank law, 
all over the country so that each section has its pro rata share 
available for the needs of the people of every community. 
But for the enactment of that splendid piece of construct­ 
ive legislation which we call the regional bank law, our pres­ 
ent mountain of gold might right now be a burden to the na­ 
tion or worse than that, have been seized by the unscrupulous 
few and made the means of bringing on hard times. 
The present national administration has much to its cred­ 
it in tin* nearly’ three years of service. 
It is also responsible 
for the enactment of some legislation which has not been ac­ 
corded a popular reception by the people. 
Of all the great mass of accomplishment, however, great 
and small, popular and unpopular, the present administration 
will take its place in the history of the nation primarily on 
account of the enactment of the regional bank law.
